Þ greater Danger than ever, ſeeing his own NNaru- 
yal Reaſon, and his Ignorant dim-ſirhted Conſcience, 
confirmed by the ffrous atlufions of Satan, Yom 
pirit 
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ſpirit that worketh,. and Ruleth in the Children of 
Diſobedience, do all concurre and joyn together, 
and bold the poor:fout in Bondage under Darkneſs, 
which is by many taken for the zrue Light of 
Chriſt. ; 

Tow Take heed of being deceived intheſe things, 
thou and thy Friends ; for I ſay, the. ffrong hold of 
the Devil, in a way of Prof anenefs, is not fo ſtrong 
as his ftrong bold in a way'of Hypocriſce, or falſe 
Worſhip ; "this is Evident both by Scripture and Ex- 
perience. Chriſt rold the Phariſees, who were Zea- 
lous «4n a way of Hypocrifie : That Publicans and 
Hai lots, (great and groſs ſinners, in a way of 
Profaneneſs,) thould enter into the Kingdom'of 
Heaven before them, Afar. 21.31. And that 1 
may ſhew my true Love to your ſouls ( whether 
you will Accept it or no )I will Endeavour to ſhew 
unto thee and them, things in a clearer Light than 
yet ſhines in you. 

Thou ſayelt, the ſtrong Man Armed (the Devil) 
is caſt out of thee, and Chriſt a ſtronger than he, is 
come in, and now keeps the Houſe : How is this 
made manifeſt? Thy ſaying ſo docs not prove it, 
but thy Sayings, and thy Dozngs prove the contrary; 
and this I thall make good, both by poſitive Sorip- 
ture, and by Example. or 

If any Manbein Chriſt, he

nay more, Thou, and thoſe of thy way, Deny and 
diſhonour Chriſt, in that ye ſet up bis Creature, and 
Adore it, and Worſhip it, for Chriſt, ard'call it 
Cbriſt iv you; and ſo make the Creator and the Crea- 
ture all one. | |

Paul, we know, was once ina Carnal ſtate, in a 
ſtate of Nature, in Darkneſs; but was Called, and 
Converted: And we ſee, he ſhews forth, and ma- 
nifeſts to all, that his ſiate was changed; for he ſoon 
after, prayed earneſtly to God, and he Preached the 
Goſpel, he ſtood up Zealouſly to Preach that Feſus, 
which lately before he perſecuted in bis Members : 
He Baniſhed them, ang Impriſoned them, and did 
many miſcWefs to them; yea, and thought verily 
he did well, and that he ought to do many things 
_ Feſus of Nazareth ; and this was from the 
;oht within, which thou and thy Friends ſay, « 
every Man and Woman, and which ye adore for God: 
and Chriſt ; But when he was Converted, this Light 
was known to be but Darkpeſs, by the erxe Light, 
Feſus Chriſt, when he ſhined into his ſoul; when 
this Sun of Righteouſneſs aroſe , it ſcattered bis 
Darkneſs. | | 
| Now, Compare thy Change and Converſion ( as 
thou calleſt it ) with Pars Converſion, for his was 
true, and ſee how like thine looks to his, or how 
unlike it; and thereby thou and others may gain In- 
ſtrution, Thou and others may plainly ſee how 
much thou art Deceived, in that thou thinkeſt, and 
fay*it, The trong Man armed ts caſt out of thee.

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Saints, and} was, very. bitter againſt them;;. but-af- 
terwards..when he was. enlightned and, Converted, 
he joyns. himſelf to. them, 1s. one with them, and 
cunts. it a.great and-precious: Priviledge fo to be: 
He Preached. to. them that Jeſus ax boy 344 he 
knew.not.z but Perſecuted him, yea, he is tender 
of them , and Nouritheth them, and Cheriſheth 
them, as a Nurſe Cheriſheth her Children. 

Now, conſider with thy ſelf,” Fame Fackſor ; 
doſt thou do ſo? doſt thou. ſhew forth theſe clear 
Evidences of Converſion and a New ſtate, as Paul 
did? if ſo, then thou haſt good grounds to believe 
that the frong. Mar is indeed caltout; if thou ſay 
it is ſo, then tell me, what meaneth this Bleating 
of the Sheep, and Lowing of the Oxen which I 
hear? What meaneth zby land out-crys, and Cla- 
wours agaiuſh the Lords People; thy Railing Accu- 
ſations againſt all the Churches and Congregations 
that are not juſt of thy Mind? Is this Cheriſhing 
pr as 4 Nurſe cheriſheth her Children, as Paul 

a ? 

Paul Fed the Young ones, and the Weak with 
Milk, and tenderly dealt with them, untill they 
were able to Digeſt ſtronger Meat. Thou regard- 
eſt not the Weak, nor the Young, no, nor the 
Strong, but Cryeſt them down all, as Deceived 
Perſons, in Darkneſs, in Babylon, as Paul did be- 
fore his.Converfion : So this proves thee to be like 
him before his Change;, and conſequently, that rhe 
ſtrong Man armed ts not yet caſt: out of thee, but re- 
woved ta a-ſtronger hold. 

-. If thou ſay, Nay, -but I Own, and Love, and 
Chexith the Holy People of the Lord, unto whom 
I am now joyned, which is a good Evidence of my 


Conyerlion and Change, 
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It is Anſwefed; That if it were ſuppoſed, #ng

"others 4 — ſee, 2 Cor. Ry ſome Hi oY 
Perſons, that Commended themſelves, and valucd 
themſelves above Pax, and thoſe that were of his

| Followers, they had no ſuch perſwaſion of them ;

Spirits, and Dottrines of Devils, they having once 
departed from the DolFrine and Truths of the Goſ-

makelight of the Scripeures, and then ſhall give heed 
ro ſeducing ſpirits, a ſpirit within them, yea, many 
ſpirits are watchful to infinuate into ſuch a mind, as 
take no heed to the Scripeures; for in ſuch a Frame 
of Mind what ſhould direct them; what Toucb-ſftone 
or Rule of Tryal can they have (when the Scriptures 
are laid aſide) of what ſpiric ſpeaks in them? In 
ſuch a caſe Men often think it is che ſpirit of God, 
when it is but a ſeducing ſpirit, who hath Trans- 
formed himſelf into an Angel of Light ; andreſem- 
bles the ſpirit of God, under the-pretence of Holi- 
neſsand Truth: In ſome things that are like Truth, 
it Reſembles it, but is not ſo; And-hereby {nee

*'For the 'Devil docs often'in many 'things, ſpeakthe

The Fruits 
of the Spirit are Love, Foy, Peace, Long-ſufferings 
Gentleneſs, Goodneſs, Faith, Meekneſs, Patience, 
Humility, | Temperance , &c. Our Lord Chriſt; 
the Head, who was filled and Annointed with this 
Spirit above his Fellows, what Effects did it work 
in bis Humane Nature, as our Mediator, he tells 
us, at. 11.28: he is Meek and Lowly in heart ; 
and again, 2 Cor, 10. 1, I beſeech you by the meek- 
neſs and gentleneſs of Chriſk : What wonderful 
Humility did he ſhew forth in all his Life amongſt 
us; atid in that aſtoniſhing Exampleos Waſhing his 

C Diſci- 
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Diſciples Feet: And though he werea King, yea, 
the Kingof Kings, yet behold hE came Meek and 
Lowly, Riding upon an Aﬀe, and ſo tender of his 
Young Lambs, his Weak ones, that he carries them 
in his Boſom, and'gently leads ſuch as are Young 


and tender; he will not break the bruiſed Reed, nor. 


quench the ſmoaking Flax : Though Faith be but 
as a. rain of Muſtard-ſeed, -it ſhall be watered to 
Srow up and increaſe to more ſtrength. 

Now, the like EfeGts the ſame ſpirit works in bis 
AAembers, (in every one in their Meaſures; ) Paul 
fed his -New-born Babes with Milk, and not with 


Meat, becauſe they were not- able to bear it; and 


cheriſhed them, as a Nurſe cheriſheth her Children, 
often weeping over them, Travelling from place to 
place to ſtrengthen the New gathered Churches, 
Teaching, and Inſtructing them in thoſe two grear, 
and chiet DoQtrines, Fartb in Chriſt, and Love to 
all the Saints, Sothe Apoſtle Fob, the ſame ſpiric 
brought forth rbe ſame Fruits and Effetts in him, 
'T Fobn 1, 1 have no greater Foy, than to ſee my Chil- 
dren Walkin Truth, And Tegcheth Love, Oniry, 
Peace, Fellowſhip, and Communion with all the Saints; 
Ando are all the Children. of God thus inclined by 
the ſame ſpirit, they ſhew forth the ſame Fruits and 
Effe&s, in their Degrees and Meaſures, 

. Butnow on the contrary,conſider, The falſe /e- 
aucing ſpirit brings forth in its Followers the quite 
contrary Fruits and Effelts, 'as we plainly ſee 
amongſt Men : 'And hence are thoſe high and proud 
Conceits' and Appretienfions of themſelves, their 
Ways, their Doctrines, 'as better, above, and be- 
$y0rd all others; being free from ſin, and become per- 
- Fe&; fayingin Effect, ftand further from me, lam 
Holier than thoy ; Deſpiling that Low, 'Childiſh 
" Doctring 
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DoArine of fin abiding in us, in the rertiairidets of 
it, whilſt we Live, though the Power and Domi- 
nion of it be Deſtroy'd. I ſay, theſe Fraits and 
Effetts ſpring from a Canſe like unto them, where- 
by we may ſafely conclude what the Cauſe is; ſo 
again, when we ſce Men Separating from others bet- 
rer than themſelves, leaving, and forſaking other 
Aﬀemblies and Congregations ſound in Doctrine, 
and Holy in Life, and Converſation (excepting 
common 4 un-avoidable Infirmities) we may be 
ſure hereby, that thi us from a ſeducing ſpirit z not 
from the ſpirit of God ( whoſe contrary Praits and 
Effetts we heard before.) 

As Solomon, by his Wiſdom Bane 4 
given him of God z plainly Te true Spiric is for 
Diſcerned, and knew the true gr pitifon PE 
Mother from the falſe, by this 
very thing, by this clear Evidence : She that was 
for Vnity, and for preſerving together, and Nou- 
riſhing the parts and Members of the Child, was 
the er#e Mother : But ſhe that was for the Dividing 
of the Child, and'ſeparating the Members of it, he 
knew by that, ſhe was the Zarlor, and not the true 
Mither : Jult ſoit is in this Caſez The er#e: ſpiris 
is for Unity, Love, Fellowſhip, and Communion 
with all the Members of Chriſt, as Occaſion and Ops 
portunity is, but the falſe ſeducins ſpirit w for ſe+ 
paretion', and Dividing the Members of Chriſt's 
Body, upon one pretence or another, | 
' Andherein it is roo manifeſt, that not onely ſorhe 
in our Days are more groflely gvilty;but alſo many 
- of the true Members of Chriſt have been deceived, 
- and carried away very farby this deluding and ſe- 
dacing ſpirit (through. the -remainders of Pride , 
and felf-love iii them ) and-have thopght it their 
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Doty to ſeparate'fromothers of their Brethren,upon 
- UiShr,. weak, and inſufficient grounds and Cauſes ; 
by. which they have greatly Dilpleaſed, and Offen- 
ded-rheir Head; Feſus Chriſt, and wronged their 
fellow- Members : And as an Evidence of bis Diſ- 
pleaſure, - and a juſt Correction upon them, he hath 
permitted a People in theſe days to ſeparate from 
them all, and to diſown them all; which:;1 am per- 
ſwaded is one End God hath in ſuffering theſe Peo. 
ple:toappear in this day; whichas from God us 4 
14ſt Retaliation, to do to them, as they have done-to 
others; the ſame Meaſure they have meeted to others 
of their Brethren, 1s now Meaſured to them again : 
Seeing no Rules in Scriptare, nor Councels, nor 
Intreaties of their Brethren would perſwade, or 
- win them to be of one mind, and to keep in Fellow- 
ſhip together ; this now comes at laſt as the greateſt 
and ſharpeſt Reproof and CorreCtion of all the for- 
mer; I hope, and deſire they will conſider it, and 
Learn from it ; /to hear the voice of God's Rod, as 
well as of his Word, and be lnſtructed thereby.

Fir(t then; This Author tells 

us, what he, and the People 
with whom he now Walks, 
have attained unto above all others from whom 
they feparate, The People ( the Quakers) he 
ſaith, Build upon 4 true avd 
right Foundation, the Rock of Ws ln the Founda- 
Ages; Chriſt in us the hope of ; 
Glory; but all other Profeſſing People in the World 
Build upon the Writengs of en, and all of them 
are ſtrangers to that one Spirit, which gave forth 
the*Scriptures.

In Anſwer to which, I ſay plainly ; Tnat if this 
were Truth which He hath ſpoken, I would /epa-

I. In Reſpett of themſelves, 2. In Reſpett of other 
Profeſſors, the Churches of Chriſt, As for them-

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Ignorant, Proud Hearts and Minds ; for it hath not

Thirdly, This Author of the Strong Man Armed

the Natural Man (though nevet fo Wiſe and Ra- 
tional) cannot ſee, nor Diſcern the things of God,

But what is his Priviledge to the wicked; and un-: 
regenerate world, that lye in ſin, and. darkneſs? 
what Communion bath light with darkneſs ? what. 
Fellowſhip bath. Chrift wah Belial ? -Will- Chriſt 
Dwell in the Soul where the Devil Dwells,: and. 
Rejgns ? Nay 'verily:If Chriſt come:to dwell and 
abide'in any Soul, and; be a light unto it, he will: 
ſurely caſt out Sethari, that Strong man Armed, that 
keeps the houſe (as Sathan doesin' all wicked men) 
and Sathan ſhall Reign, nor keep houſe no longer:

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ER 0 And ſeeing the Teachers a> 
the Word if God. ; mong the Quakers, do flight 
. and undervalue the Scriptures 
and deny them to be the Word of God, and to be a 
Rule for Chriſtians in Faith and Prattice ;, and pre- 
fer their own Fanſies, and vain imaginations 
(moved often by ſeducirg Spirits) before the written 
Word of Ged, let us conſider the tendency of this 
ſtrong deluſion, pp. 

The Apoſtle Paz! writes to the Romans, Chap. 
15.4. Whatſoever things were written aforehand, 
were written for our Learning, that we through pa- 
tience and comfort of the Scriptures might bave bope. 
The Church of God was for a long time without 
the Scriptures, God teaching his People smmediately 
by bis Spirit, or by Angels, mixed with ſome Pro- 
wvidential diſpenſations, but when he had gathered 
his Church and People out of Egypr, he was graci- 
oully pleaſed to inſtruct them by a plain wrirren 
Word, to be a perfett, ſtanding Rule, both for Faith 
and Praftice; And required ( upon divers ſore Pe- 
xalties .on the one hand, and Rewards and Pro- 
_ on the other) that they ſhould obſerve 
them. 

And thoſe that were Godly amongſt them, took, 
diligent heed thereunto, and great delight therein : 
How did the holy Prophet David (a man after 
Gods own heart) prize and value the written Word 
of God; (though he had but a ſmall part of the 
Scriptures, to what we now have) as we ſee in all 
his Pſalms,moreeſpecially in the 119. Pſal. almoſt 
in every verſe of that long Pſalme, he makes men- 
tion of the Law of God, his Statutes, Ordinances, 
Fudgments, Precepts, and Commandments, how 


he loved them, delighted in them, meditated in 
them; 
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them ; O how Ilove thy Law; it ts my meditation 
continually ; he aimed at thEkeeping, and praQice 
of them, as at a mark; and tells us it js the nature, 
and property of all good men ſoto do, Pſal, r. The 
godly man meditates in the Law of God Day and 
mohr. 
But now theſe T eachers and Leaders of the Qua- 
: kers, they expreſs no love to the Scripreres, but 
the quite contrary; they Slight, and Undervalue 
them, and teach others to do ſo too; and deny 
them to be a Chriſtians Rule of Faith and Prattice, 
though ſpoken by Chri# himſelf in bis own Perſon, 
(a great partof them) who is truly God, as well as 
Men; and the relit s»ſpired by che Holy Ghoſt, who 
alſo s Ged, Yet theſe Unreaſonable and Un- 
thankful men, deny them to be the Word of God, 
though ſpoken by God himſelf > We have much of 
the Scripture ſpoken, by Chriſts own month, and 
all was given byinſpiration of God, Holy men of God, 
ſpake as they were moved by the Holy Ghoſt, and is 
not the Holy Ghoſt God? How then are not the 
Scriptures the Word of God? Are not theſe men infa- 
tuated that will not own theſe things, 
W hen the believing Theſſalonians had heard the 
" Word of God, ſpoken by Paul, and received it ef- 
feftually, he thankes God for it; for this canſe 
thank,we God without ceaſing, becauſe when ye re- 
'cerved the Word of God, which ye heard of #5, ye re- 
* :Ceivedit not as the word of men, but as it 8 1n Truth 
the Word of God. 
- And when ariy one would draw us to hearken to 
-any Private Spirit, as of old they did-(and ſonow) 
we are commanded by God, net to hearkento them, 
Haiah:$. 20. but we are direfted.ro the Screptures: 
Tothe Law, andtothe Teſtimony, if they ſpeaks not 
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"according to this Word, it is becauſe there is no ligh 

in.them : And Iſa. 8.9. Lo they have rejefted the 
word of the Lord, and what wiſdome is in them? So 
then; here we ſee plainly they that ſpeak not, and 
write not according to the Scriptures, they have 
neither wiſdome, nor Light in them, 

Conſider this, ye deluded People among the 
Quakers, that give more heed to a dim, natural 
light within (darkned alſo by deluding ſpirits) than 
to the Light of the Scriptures, . though the Sur 
of Righteouſueſs ſhive Bright, and Gloriouſly in 
them. | 

The Apoſtle Fohz hath marked out ſach men, for 
wicked men 1 Fohn 4. 6. We are of God;he that know- 
eth God, heareth us, be that ts not of God hearetb not 
# ; hereby know we the Spirit of truth andthe Spirit 
of Error, 

What can be more plain? hereby -then it is Evi- 
dent, what ſort of men theſe are in this Generation, 
who will not bear the Prophets, and Apoſtles ſpeak- 
ing by the Spirit in the Scriptures : he that will not 
hear Us # not of God: but on the contrary, he that 
beareth us, that is, obeyeth us, and 1s ruled and 
Lguidedby that which we have ſpoken and written, he 
i of God, and i guided and taught by the Spirit 
of God, © which God hath alſo given to them. that 
believe. 

And farther, This truth is alſo ſpoken by our 
bleſſed Lord and Savionr Chriſt himſelf, even from ' 
bis own mouth : Joh. 8. 47. when the Proud unbe- 
lieving Jewes (ſuch another proud, ſelf-conceited 
People as are'now in ourdayes) would not receive 
his doQtrine, he tells them plainly what they are, 
ver. 47. he that ts of God, heareth Gods words, ye 


therefore heard themnot, becauſe ye are not of God. 
Trem- 
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Tremble, and Quake at this Dreadful word, ye 


ſeduced People of the Quakers, who will not hear, © 


nor be guided by the Scriptures, the written, and 
declared word of God: Ye are here pronounced by 
Chriſts own mouthhis Prophets, and Apoſfles; that 
ye are not of God: That is, ye ate not born of God, 
ye are not born of the Spirit : for that which is borr 
of the Spirit, 1s Spirit : ye are not regenerate, yeare 
not believers ; yeare no members of Chriſt : ye are 
not taught of Gadnor led by his Spirit, but by a falſe 
Sparit, ; 
"When Paul wrote to Timothy he commended him 
for that he had known the Scriptures from achild, 
which were able to make him wiſe unto ſalvation; 2. 
Tim.3. 15. And ayes, that all Scripture zs given by 
inſpiration of God,and is profitable for Dottrine, for 
KReproof,, for Correition, for Inſtruftion in Righte- 
ouſneſs; ver. 17. That the man of God may beper- 
fe&,throughly furxiſhed unto all good workes. 

But theſe men are ſo farr from being furniſhed to 
all good workes, that they are reprobare to every 
good work: they having caſt-aſide the.Scriprures,they 
can never be furniſhedany other way, to any good 
Work. 

Let us conſider how great a : 
favour it is from God that we _ pho. —_—_— ae 
have the Scriptures; which Makin ea 
are Gods Love-letters to Man- 
kind; indited by his own Spirit, and written by his 
own ſervants, to woo them, and win them to accept 
of his own, and only beloved Sox in marriage : that 
there may be a Contratt, and an everlaſting Vnion 
between them : and ſo they may become the Spouſe 
of Chriſt, the Lambs Wife ; And that although they 
have no Beauty, ner Comelineſs upon them, - 
that 
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. thathe will accept of them, notwithſtanding their 
Deformity, if they will but b#t conſent to the mo- 
ron. Wk | 
And Oh who would not conſent, to ſuch a won- 
derfull condiſcenſion in the Great, and Holy God, 
to ſuch poor. miſerable creatures, as we are, blind 
and deaf, deformed, foul, and filthy, poor, and 
needy, wanting all things that might make u3 accept- 
able in his eyes) But though it be ſo, yet hehath 
promiſed that he will make us Comely, and Beanti- 
ful, and Ricb,with Ornaments, and a Crown of Glo- 
ry, and no good thing ſhall be wanting to them that 
love him. Therefore (all theſe things conſidered) | 
let us have the Screprares in high eſteem ; and walk 
by them, for we ſhall be judged by them at the lait 
day. | 
But what a fad caſe are they in then who deny 
them as # Kule to walk by, and difown them? And if 
ſo great a curſe ſhall be the portion of thoſe who take 
away any part of the Scriptures, as that God will 
rake away their part out of the Book of Life, and out 
of theboly City, , and from the things that are written 
therein, Rev. 22, what ſhall we think will be the 
Portion and Puniſhment of thoſe, who takg away all 
the Scripture at once, and make it as a void thing ; 
and deny them to be a perfect Rule to Chriſtians of 
Faith, and Obedience ; and do initead thereof direct 
men to a blind guide, that bad need of a guide it ſelf; 
for that it ſees nothing of the true way, the truth, 
and the life, without the Scriptures? 
Now becauſe the ſpirit of 
þ CH of _ God who indited the Scrip- 
pho: vg 109 7 tures, and ſpake by the mouth 
. of his holy Prophets and Apo- 
fles,andChriſt himſelf alſo in bis own perſon,hath told 
- : vs 9 
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us, That falſe Prophets and Teachers ſhould be 
in the later dayes, and ſhould ſeduce, and deceive © 
many ; And ſo ſubtle ſhall their carriage and their 
Dodrine be (like their Teacher) that they ſhall de- 
ceive (if it were poſſible) the very Ele& ; And be- 
cauſe alſo we know that theſe are the laſt times, the 
laſt daies, eventheſe dayes wherein we live, in which 
dayes theſe falſe Teachers (foretold) ſhould come; 
it is ourduty therefore, and it highly concerns eve- 
ry Chriſtian to ery the Sperits, becauſeeven Now 
many falſe Prophets are inthe world among us, 

Let us conſider and examine than, who theſe 
falſe Prophets and Teachers are; how they may 
be known ; What Marks and Charatters there are 
ſet down zz the Scriptures whereby theſe men may 
be known : for the Spirit of God hath marked them 
out, whereby they may be diſcerned from other men ; 
even whereby they may be known to be the very 
men foretold, that ſhould come #7 theſe laſt dayes. 
Our Lord Chriſt hath bid us take beedof them, Luk. 
13.23, Behold(faith he) 1 have foretold you of theſe 
things. Let us therefore conſider ſome particulars, 
as marks of theſe men, 

Firſt then,that in the Epiſtle of Paul toTim. 1 Tim, 
4.1. Now the ſpirit ſpeaketh expreſly,that in the later 
rimes ſome ſhall depart from the faith, giving beedto-+ 
ſeducing Spirits, and Dottrines of Devils.

the Faith; Now what kind of | 7 Peparting fromthe 
Faith is here meant ; itis not "Y 
a true and juſtifying faith, tor that none can depart 
from ; but it is a Temporary Faith, ſome ſhaddows 
and fancies reſembling faith; ſuch a faith as ourLord 
Chriſt ſpeakes of, Mar. 10, They believed for a 
while, but in time of Temptation fell away.

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2. They alſo caft off, and departed from Z7:or1- 
cal Faith; for they regard not what is written in 
'the Scriptures, either concerning Faith or- Praltice, 
And it is not ſo with theſe Menof whom we ſpeak; 
cconlider, and Judge. 


They give heed to Seducing 
, 2+ —_— : w_ Spirits, and Doltrines of De- 
eee Br boa arms vils, This Mark, and Cha- 
of Devils. raiter 1s alſo ſeen conſpicu- 
onlly and plainly upon the 
Teachers among the Quakers; yea, ſo Evident is it, 
aSif written with a Beam of the Sun. 
"Now, what Dod#rines do the Devils Teach , 
when they are permitted of God, (for his Secret 
ends) to uſe the Tongues of Wicked Men ? we 
OR” may be ſure his Aim and drift 
x. Againſt Chriſt. ,,:ll be to Preach againſt 
Chriſt, to darken his Glory as much as he can ; borh 
in bis Humane and Divine Natures; and in his Me- 
rits, Works, Sufferings, Righteouſneſs, Satisfattion, 
Reconciliation, Benefits, and Priviledges that he 
hath wrought, and brought unto his People. Theſe 
things are manifeſt in ſeveral particulars, in their 
Books and Pamphlets. 
: And Secondly, Another par- 
2: Againſtrhe Sc11Þ- ticular of the Dolrine of De- 
: vils, which he will be ſure to 
cach his Diſciples, it is to weaken, or Deſtroy 
the Authority of his Word, the Scriptures, the Goſ- 
ptl of Salvation; by which, Truth and Error may 
be known and proved : For if he once Deſtroy the 
Rule and Aeaſure of Dottrines, (fo that Men do 
not try them by a known, plain, fixed Rule) then 
he knows Men may Preach, and pretend their Faz- 
cies, and vain Imaginations, and obtrude them _ 
others 
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others, as moſt certain Truths, And hath he not 
Tavght the Men of this Generation thzs pornt of hrs 
Dewiliſh Dottrine ? Do they not ſlight and Deſpiſe 
the Scriptures, the Word of God; and Offer, and 
prefer their own vain, Idle Fancies, inſtead of the 
Scriptures; even the Men of whom we are ſpeak- 
ing, the Teachers among the Quakers? This is evi- 
dent and clear-to the Eyes of all who are enlightned 
by Chriſt, and by the Scriptures. : 
: . Thirdly, As the De&rrines 
Mas dy, Agatt$} 10e of Devil, are againſt Chriſt, 
f kis word, and Goſpel, ſo alſo 
againſt hs People, his Church, all bis Members ; 
they ſhall be ſure tobe Cryed down, Slandered, De- 
ſpiſed, Reproached, and Condemned, as Hypocrites, 
inall that they ſay, and do, in, and about the Wor- 
ſhip of God, in his Ordinances which he hath ap- 
pointed,for as the Devil hath great ſpight and Ma- 
lice againſt the Head, ſo alſo againſt the Members. 
Now,do not the Quakers deal thus with the Lords 
People at this day ? This is another particular point 
of the Dottrine of Devils, which the Seducing Spi- 
rits have Taught thoſe who give heed unto them ; 
how have they cryed down ( with a Blaſphemorus 
Noiſe every where ) all the Congregations, Afſſem- 
blies, and particular Churches of the Saints, of all 
perſwaſions, without exception of any; as being all 
in Darkneſs,in Babylon, and ſet up themſelves 2s the 
mot Holy, Innocent People ;, yea, the onely People: 
of God upon Earth. | 
Fourthly , Another of the 
Do@rines of "Devils, 1s this: 
When he hazh dbne all he can 
to darken, ad hide from his Diſciples the trae and 
onely way of Salvation by Chriſt, Revealed in the 
2: G Goſp:l 


4. Reſting upon their. 
own Righteenſneſs, 
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Goſpel, and weakned the Authority of the Scriptures, 
and the Credit, and Ejicem of bis People: Then Fe 
introduceth and brings in ſomething of a Mans own, 
inſtead thereof, ( that he knows is :z/«ſſicent, and 
will fail) in Order to Salvation: That is to ſay, 
Man's own Righteonſneſs, Obedience, and werks , 
and puts them upon truiting to theſe, and fo Return 
again to the Old Covenant of works, ,and«to neglect 
the New Covenant of Grace; which courle he knows 

.is the ready way to Deſtrultion,” 2 

And he doth this with the more Efficacy in the 
minds of Wicked Men, becauſe it is 4 Kemuant of 
Corruption, evenin the Minds of Good Men, of all 
by Nature; there is ſomething of this remaining in 
the beſt, 4 Secret eſteeming; and over-valuing of 
ſomething of their own ;, which is ſcen in the clear 
Light f the Spirit, and confeſſed by all but the 
Quakers, although they have it in them moſt of 
any People,yet through the Darkxeſs of their minds 
they ſee it not, neither will own any ſach thing, but 
tell us, they own, and witneſs Perfeltion. 

Having mentioned theſe four particulars, which 
are the Chief Points of Dottrine which the Sedycing 
Spirits do Teach thoſe that give heed unto them : | 
ſhall now procced to he reſt of the Chara@ers,which 
the Apoſtle plainly ſets down by the DireCtions of 
the holy ghoit, whereby FalſeT eachers may be known;

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This is one Lye in Hypecr:ſie; That Chriſt the

Sive heed unto, and Obey the Light that is in thera, 
it is a ſufficient Guide unto Salvation without the 
Scriptures. 

Iſay, This is falſe Dottrine,. and a Lye in Hy- 
pocrifie : Chriſt doth not dwell in Wicked, and Un- 
godly, Impenitent ſinners; the Devil dwells in 
them, and Rules, and Reigns in them; he Ruleth 
in the Children of Diſobedience, Col. 1. What Con- 
cord hath Chrilt with Belial, Epb, 2.2? 

Chriſt often ſtands at the Door, and Knocks, if 
any Man hear his Voice, and open the Door, he 
will come in, Rev. 3. but not otherwiſe: See the 
Arguments againſt this falſhood. 

Secondly, This alfo is ano- 
ther Lye in Hypocrifie ; That 
the Quakers build upon the true 
Foundation, Feſms Chriſt, and all other Profeſſing 
People Build upon ſome other falſe Foundation, 
| This is a double Lye in Hypocriſie, both as to 
themſelves and other Profeſſing People; many of 
them (I willnot ſay all) do profeſſedly Build upon 
a falſe and Sandy Foundation, which certainly will 
fail, z. e. the Licht within every Man and woman 
that come into the world; ard that is not Chriſt, 
but a Creature: There is a Vutura! Light we know 
inevery Man and Woman, Reaſon and Conſcience, 
but it is not Chriſt; he Created it, as all things 
clſc-in the Werld, but what Compariſon between 
the Creator and the Creature: This is art large ſpo- 
ken to elfe- where, |

This is.thus proved to be 4 Lye ; Fhere is no 274 
Faith but it is known by its Fruits, works,or Effefts, 
it Purifies the Heart, and works by Love; Love to 
God, Love to all his People, to his word and Goſpel, 
t0 all that is of God, and from God, Now, it is 
very Manifeſt by the Fraits that the Quakers bring 
forth in their Doftrines and Converſations, that they 
have not the Faith of Gods Elett ; it is but preſump- 
tion, a ſhadow of Faith, whereof the Devil i the 
Author, their Inſtruter in other Doctrines alſo. 
And it is likewiſe ( on the other ſide) manifeſt, that 
Multitudes of other Profeſſing Chriſtians (whom 
they Deſpiſe ) have ere, ſaving, Fuſtifying Faith ;

This is thus provedto be 4 Lye, anJ that a double 
one : Many of the Teaching Quakers are very Jg- 
norant, evenof the very Principles of the Dorines 
of Chri#, they were never Taught of God, we 
perceive it plainly by their Diſcour ſe and writings : 
Q the wonderful Darkneſs and Blindneſs thac 1s 
upon their Minds ! A thick vail of Ignorance, as all 
Natural, Unregenerate Men have : but their Vail 
# double; Natural, and Fudicial, The Natural 
Man hath not the knowledge of Chriit, nor of the 
things of God, he cannot know them (in that ſtate) 
becauſe they are Spiritually Diſcerned and known, 
1 Cor. 3. 

Theſe People know not.the true Light Feſus 
Chriſ?, they know not the difference berween 1Va- 
tural Light and Spiritual light, but give and aſcribe 
that to the Creature, which properly belongs onely 
to the Creator: They know not the way of 7uftifica- 
tron by Chriſt, but Blaſphemouſly ſlight it, as we 
find in their Books: And Teach that Men are Ju-, 
tified by their owz works, dircaly contrary to the 
Scriptures, whereby at once, they deny Chr:f?, and 
the whole Goſpel, and the whole Deſign of God 
in the Covenant of Grace, 

They know not how to Diſtinguiſh or Diſcern 
between the Suggeſtions and Inſpirations of a'Sedu- 
cing Spirit, and the workinss of the Spirit of God in 
Hens Hearts; neither do they know, nor give to 
their Hearers any Direftons how they may Try the 
Spirits, whether they are of Godor not, but plainly 
bid them Hearker to the Ligbt within, give heed une 
to it, and follow it, and it will lead them to Salva- 
tion, which gives wonderful Advantage to Saran, 
| G 3 tbe 
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the Seducing Spirit, to work in their minds, even 
what he will, ſeeing they have no way to Diſcover 
him, he being Transformed (at ſucha time) into 
an Angel of Light, and in many things reſembles 
the Sp:r#t of God; And thoſe Ignorant Teachers 
know no way how to diſcern him, having ſlighted 
and laid afide the Scriptures, whereby one Spirit ts 
known from another, being deſtitute alſo of the Sp:- 
7it of God: So that (upon this very Aceount ) 
both they, and their /g7orant, ſimple Hearers, are 
under ſtrong deluſions , giving heed unto Seducing 
Spirits ; and thence it is that their Teachings, Books, 
and Pamphlets are ſo falſe, and ſo directly contrary 
to the Truth of the Scriptares; And yet-we ſee they 
boaſt of their Knowledge, and eſteem themſelves 
more Wiſe and Knowing than all others. 

__ Fifthly, Another Zye i Hy 

The Fifth Lye in Hy- pocriſte 15 this : The Quakers 


po —_ Man Armed, ay» their Zumility does far 
P. 14, exceed all others ; it is the 


emptying themſelves of all their 
own Righteouſneſs, Wills, Wiſdom, and ſelf-exal- 
zation, and us a Real, Inward, Spiritual abaſement, 
and ſubjeftion to the Life, Power, aud Kingdom of 
Feſws Chriſt. 
* But©O how contrary to theſe words, ( nothing 
but wards) are all their Do(trines and Declarings 
to the People, and in all their Pamphlets, it we 
compare one thing with another ! For they do but 
deceive their {rmple, unwary Hearcrs with a flou- 
riſhof ſome good words and expreſſions, now and 
then, that ſo tney may the more readily Receive 
rhe deadly Poyſon that is mixed. therewith: They 
ſometimes Profeſs in words that they; own Chriſt 
gngrfe Scriptures, out in deed and reality ny 9 
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beth; as is abundantly proved againſt them, and 
made manifeſt u»to all, 

And in this vcry particular Lye in Hypocriſie,this 
that I fay appears plainly: For whereas he here 
ſays, they are the moſt humble People, in that they 
empty ther ſelves of all their own Righteouſneſs, Wiſe 
dom, and Self-exaltation, and have in them a real, 
ſpiritual Abaſement and Subjeltion ro Chriſt ; where- 
as the quite contrary appears in the Subſtance of 
their DoArines; Witneſs Eaw. Burrongh's Works 
in Folio, p. 33. where he ſays plainly, God doth not 
Accept any, where there us any failing, or who do not 
fulfili the Law, and Anſwer every Demand of Fu- 
ſtice. So William Penn, Sandy Foundation, p.29,30. 
** Obedience to Juſtification ( /azcb be ) ought to be 
© as Perſonally extenſive as was Mans Diſobedi- 
£* ence to Condemnation: In which Real ( nor 1m- 
& putative) ſence thoſe various terms of Sanctifica- 
«tion, Righteouſneſs, Reſurrection, Life, Re- 
& demption, Juſtification, &c. are molt Infallibly 
« underſtood ; for ( ſairh be further) Impute, or 
© [mputing ſignifies no more in Scripture, but to 
&« expreſs Men Really and Perſonally to be that 
© which is Imputed to them, whether as guilty, or 
< remitted; for (/a#th be) any to be Juſtified from 
© the Imputation of anothers Righteouſneſs, is both 
« Ridiculous and Dangerous, whence came that 
&« uſualſaying amongſt many Profeſſors of Religion; 
« That God looks not upon them, as they are in 
& themſelves, but as they are in Chriſt. 

We ſee now here plainly what Doctrines the 
Teaching Quakers bring forth; and how much irc 
ſavours of Humility and Self-abaſement, according 
to this preat Lye in Hypocriſie afore-mentioned, 
This their Doctrine ſhews they are ſwelled with 
G 4 Pride, 
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Pride; to the very higheſt pitch of Pride, that Self- 
love ( and Satan to blow it up ) can reiſe them? 
Here they Account themſelves perfett, and able to 
Anſwer every Demand of Juſtice , and will not be 
beholding to Chr:/# for the Imputation of his Righ- 
zeonſneſs; this is the Humility of the Quakers. 
_-But O Miſerable Creatures are they / and more 
Miſerable are they yet like to be, whoſe Humility 
z the height of Pride, and whoſe Rephteouſneſs is 
nothing but the groſſeſt ſin' and wickeaneſs,- and who 
have not the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt Imputed to them, 
which is_the Righteouſneſs of God, andperfeit, as 
well as [nherent Rigbreouſneſs, Created of God, but 
yet imperfel+. ks 6 60 | 
This Doctrine of theirs is 4 groſs Lye in Hypo- 
crifie, and the Grand Dofrine of Devils; and there- 
fore let ir be accurſed ; yea; I ſay again, let it be ac- 
curſed for ever. And asfor the Teachers of it, they 
ſhall be accurſed alſo, *except they Repent. | 
"The Grace of Humility hath the quite contrary 
Effefts; it Teacheth Men to have a low eſteem of 
themſelves, and when they have done all they can 
in the ways of Obedience, to account that yet they 
are but unprofitable Servants. | 
This Zumble Spirit was ſeen in Paul,who,though 
he were a'great Apoſtle, yet he accounted himſelf 
leſs than the leaſt of all Saints; yea, and teacheth 
all others to be of the ſame Mind: 1s lowlineſs of 
Atind, let each eſteem other better than themſelves, 
Phil. 2. 3. How far then are thefe Men from 274e 
Humility? 
Sixthly, Another Lye iz Hy- 
pocrifie, pocrifie, is this: They ſay,

The Sixth Lye in Hy- 
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The World hath been againſt them, not for their own

Now, whether this appears to be Truth or a 
Lye in Hypocriſie, may appear by their Speeches 
and Writings, wherein they expreſs and manifeſt 
much Bitterneſs of Spirit, Wrath, Anger, alice, 
and Impatience, as is in their frequent foxl, harſh 
Language, that proceeds from them, both by their 
Tongues and Pens, againſt thoſe who do Converſe 
with them, or ask them queſtions, Soberly, and 
Modeltly, with areal deſire to be Reſolved; or that 
ask them a Reaſon of the hope that is in them, or 
of their perſwaſions about ſuch or ſuch things; 
Their Anſwers ought to be given with Meekneſs. 
and Love, That they may fſatisfie thoſe who ask - 
them, according to Truth - But inſtead thereof 
they commonly pour out harſh words and ſpeeches, 
like thoſe -Enemies of David, Pſal. 64.4. They 
whet their Tongues like a Sword, they bend their 
Bows, and ſhoot their Arrows, even bitter words. 
Witneſs Edward Burroueh's Works, p. 20,21, &C. 
againſt a Servant of Chriſt, asking him ſerious que- 
{tions, he Anſwered in ſuch Language as this, 
( which others alſo of their Teachers.do likewiſe 
own, and approve of, ) 

To all, or moſt of the queſtions he mixeth this 
Language, (and many Ex- 
preſſions to the like purpoſe ) 
in his Anſwers, *Thou Re- 
&& probate,and Child of Darkneſs; we witneſs thee 
©tobe in the Sorcery and Witchcraft, thou Dra- 
*«< gon; thy queries are Conjured in the Black Art, 
out of the Bottomleſs Pit; thou Diviner, we 
« witneſs

Accuſations, 
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< witneſs thee to be the Bealt.; thou Antichriſt, who 
< looks at Cariit's Death at Fersſalem alone; thou 
<« JFeſuite, art pleading for Chriſt afar off thee, thou 
* art Accurſed; thou Beaſt, ro whom the Plagues 
& of God are due: Thou Blind Hypocrite, thou 
& Cain, thoufull of Subtilgyz with the Light thou 
<art ſcen, and with the Life thou art Judged and 
& Condemned. 

Theſe words were poured out, with many more 
fuch like Izvedives againſt him the Querilt, and 
others from time to time, as Men have conference 
with them. Butare theſe the Fraits and Evidences 
of Patience; which they boaſt of, which they ſay 
they have attained above all other Profeſſing People ? 
Then what is /mpatience, Wrath, Bitterneſs, and 
Anger ? Are not their Toxgues ſet on fire of Hell, 
and moved by the Devil, who brings the Fire from 
thence, and kindles 'it, and blows it up to a great 
Flame? | 

Nay doubtleſs, they are not onely Pinch'd, and 
ved by ſerious Queſtions, and ſound Scripture Ar- 
guments, butalſo even cat ro the Heart, as the Jews 
were againlt Stephey, when he dealt truly and 
plainly with them, as we ſee, Ats7. 54. When 
they heard theſe things they were cut tothe Heart,and 
they gnaſhed on him with their Teeth: So theſe Men 
they are vex'd and Angry, when they are Oppo- 
ſed, and cannot Anſwer, they are Pinch'd, and cut 
zo the very Heart, which they ſhew and manifelt 
by ſuch ſpeeches as theſe aforementioned; for out of 
the abundance of the Heart, the Mouth ſpeaketh. 

- Theſe I ſay, are Lyes iz Hypocrifie: This then is 
another Charadter plainly ſeen upon the Quakers; 
whereby compared with the relt of the Charaters, 


ſpoken by the Holy Ghoſt, they are manifeſted p 
e 
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be the falſe Prophets that ſhould come into the World 
in theſe laſt days. 

In this day is this Scripture fulfilled : The falſe 
Teachers who were fore-told expreſly by the Spirit 
of God, that they ſhould come in theſe laſt days; 
even now are they come in this Generation : They are 
Departed from the Faith, they give heed to Seducins 
Spirits, and Doltrines of Dewils; they ſpeak, Lyes 
in Hypocriſie, having their Conſciences ſeared with 
an hot Iron; which is the next Charatter tobe Diſ- 
covered. 

Fourthly, Another Cha- ny MT OL 
ratter whereby falſe Prophets | f falſeTs , ? COTE 
& Teachers are known, which Conſciences are ſeared 
the Spirit of God tells us of, with an hot Tron, 
is this : 

They have their Conſcience ſeared with an hot 
Tron, 1 Tim. 4.2, This Expreſhon , ſeared with 
an bot Iron, taken properly, is a Similizude of what 
is done Spiritually, in and upon the Conſciencesof 
ſome more than Ordinary notorious ſinners, under 
a Judicial, as well as Natural bardneſs of heart, 
Blindneſs, and Reprobate ſenſe; unto which Judg- 
ment God ſometimes gives them up, for refuſing ta 
Receive 8nd Hearken ro the Truth, often tendred, 
and Diſcovered to them; with ſome other Notork 
ous fins. For as Natural Fleſh ſeared with an hot 
Tron, is thereby made hard, dead, and inſenſible z 
ſo as-it will not receive any [mpreſſion, nor is ſenſi- 
ble, as ſoft , tender, lively Fleſh «x; o it is with 
the Con/ciences of fome Men,which are ſeared, they 
have no Spiritual ſenſe, nor feeling of ſpiritual 
things; butare dead, and bardned, blind and deaf, 
as concerning the things of God, of which thoſe 
Chriſtians that have tender Cornſciences, and ſoft 
| bearts, 
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hearts ,. have a clear ſight and. ſenſe of. 

Men whoſe Conſciences are ſeared with an hot 
Tron, 'they do think,, apprehend, and belicye, (and 
that ſtrongly too ) many things that are quize co- 
etrary to the Truth; both as to Reaſon and Faith : 
which things they ſpeak and write accordingly. 

Secondly , Another S727, or Evidence of thoſe 
whoſe Conſciences are ſeared with an hot Jron, is 
this: | 

- They will Reject and Deſpiſe all plain Truths in 
Scripture, as being contrary to their Corrupe Na- 
tures, Principles, and Intereſts, though they are 
never ſo much concerned therein, and .though 
brought, and tendred to them with never ſo much 
Love, and earneſt deſire for their good and welfare; 
yet theſe things take 2o Impreſſion upon their bearts, 
no more than por 4 ſtone; they remain ſtill the 
ſame, and no good is done upon them by any means. 

Nay, Thirdly, ( as another Evidence of a ſeared 
Conſcience) The means uſed ro Reform them, does 
the more harden them, and makes them the more 

* Deſperate un ſinning; which 1s ſeen in their many 
Imprecations, Revilings , Slanderings, and bitter 
Reproachful ſpeeches, which proceed from them, 
againlt thoſe that would do them good. Now, is 
it not hereby Evident and plain, That very many 
of the Quakers are under this Judgment, of having 
their Conſciences ſeared with an hot Tron: So that 
this Charalter is alſo plainly ſeen upon them, as is 
made manifeſt particularly by their Speeches, Books, 


and Prafttices.

The Apoſtle ſays, They have gone in the way of 
Cain; it's true, Cainſlew his Brother : Now,theſe 
Men, though they riſe not againſt any with J1a- 
terial Weapons, yet their hearts riſe againſt their 
Oppoſers, as appears in that they wher their T ongues 
like a Sword, and ſhoot out their Arrows, even bit- 
ter words, like David's Enemies, Pſal. 64. 4. In 
that ſence they have gone in the way of Cain, and 
rangreedily after the Error of Balaam : And as the 
Apoltle Peter alſo ſaith, they are gone aſtray, fol- 
owing the way of Balaam. 

Now, what was the way of Balaam, the Error 
of Balaam? Was it not chiefly, in that he went 
ſo contrary to the known Will aud Word of God; the 
. Will and Mind of God was plainly, and often made 
known unto him; that he ſhould not go to Curſe the 
People of Iſrael, the Lords People: It was plainly 
and manifeſtly made known and Revealed unto him, 
and yet he would go, contrary to the plain revealed 
Will of God; which was the molt Deſperate Mad- 
neſs and Folly that could poſſibly be: The Apoſtle 
calls it Madneſs, 2 Pet. 2.16. The dumb Aﬀe ſpeak- 
ing with Mans Vaice forbad the Madneſs of the 
Prophet. 

Now, theſe Men, the Teachers among the Qua- 
kers, have gone in the way of Balaam, and do itifl 
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£0 and run greedily, earneſily after the Error of Ba- 
laam : In that the find and will of God is plainly 
and fully Revealed, and made known unto them inthe 
Scriptures; and which hath been often, very often 
Declared, and proved by the clear Light of the Goſ- 
pel, by many of his true and Faithtul AZeſſengers 
and Ambaſſadors, ſent of God, and Taught of God, 
and have the mind of Chriſt, and have made it 
known unto them, and yet ſo Blind, ſo Ignorant, 
ſo Deſperately mad are they, as that they go on ſtill 
zn the way of Balaam, after the Error of Balaam in 


. this Deſperate Madneſs and wickedneſs, as Bala- 


am did in his, Directly againlt the plain and clear 
word of God Revealed in the Scriptures; as hath 
been fully proved in many particulars, by many 
that have pleaded againitthem, and manifeſted their 


Errors: And it may well be ſuppoſed alſo, that 


many of th:m run greedily after the Error of Ba- 
laam for Reward, or Advantage, being Tradeſmen, 
and great dealers in worldly affairs, they may have 


Reſpect to the Recompence of Reward or Profit 


(in a quite contrary ſence to 17oſes's choice);n Tra- 
aing one with another, and making Advantages that 
way; for lam ſure they have zo true Spirituabin- 
aucements to go on in that way ; butallareto turn 
them out of this way of Balaam : But they blind- 
ly go on, or are drawn, or driven, or carried as 


Clouds in a Storm or Tempest, as the Apoltle faith. 


The Apoſtle goes on further, and ſays, They ſhall 


periſh in the gain-ſaying of. Core; for as Core, and 


his Company with him periſhed for Oppoſing, and 
Deſpiſing Moſes and the People of the Lord withhimy 
and ſetting up themſelves again{t them(and in Op=- 
poling them, they di Oppoſe and Deſpiſe the Lord, 
i and among them) even ” do theſe People nows 


thy 
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they ſet up themſelves proudly, in Oppoſition to all the 
Loras precious People zn every place, and call them- 
ſelves the onely holy people of the Lord upon the 
Earth; and herein they go beyond, and above Core 
. and bis Company; for they did not deny but that 
Moſes and others were holy, but they took too 
much upon them : Core and bis Company would be 
Reſpected alſo, ſeeing all che Lords people were bo- 
ly every one of them, and ſo they Murmurcd, and 
chid with Moſes and Aaron, and ſaid Proudly and 
Stubbornly, they would not come up, when Moſes 
called them; they were very Obſtinate , but yer 
gave no ſuch Language, neither fell upon them with 
Railing Accnſations, as theſe Men do againſt the 
Societies and Congregations of the Lords People; But 
Obſerve the Iflue of all this ; the Text ſaith, chey 
Periſhed: Core and bis Company Periſhed for their 

ride, Gain-ſayings, and Refiſtance; and what 
cantheſe Men expect, but ſooner or later, though 
not ſuddenly, or in that manner as they ? Yet hath 
not our Lord ſaid, That zt were better for any that a 
Aill-ftone were hanged about their neck,and they caſt 
with it into the Sea, than that they ſhould Offend one 
of is Little Ones that believe in bim, Mat. 18.6. 
What Puniſhment then muſt be for him, or thoſe 
who Offend ſo many thouſands of the Lords little 
Ones, and Peculiar ones, dear unto him as the Ap- 
ple of his Eye? Who can tell how fore a Puniſh- 
ment ſuch ſhall be thought worthy of, when the 
Lord conreth with Fengeance againſt his implacable 
haradned Enemies ?

both of them mentioned ; 


for they both intend,and 


ſet out the ſame men, as we ſce both agrec,and men- 
tion the ſame Charadters or Letters, which being ſet 
together, a diſcerning cye will read, and wnder- 
ſtand who they are when they appear in the world

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| Andas a further Aſſurance 
— RO > wy of of their downfall and puniſh- 
roſe ungodly pmnere © ment, belides what theſe two 
Apoſtles have told us ; Enoch alſo the ſeventh from 
Adam Prophefied of the ſe, ſaying, Fade ver. 14., 
Behold the Lord cometh with thouſands of his Saints, 
70 execute Fudgment upon all, andto convince all that 
are ungodly among them, of all their ungodly deeds 
which they have ungodlily committed, and of all their 
hard ſpeeches which ungodly ſinners bave ſpoken a- 
 gainſt him. 
| Wee ſeeheretheſe ungodly men ſhall be called toan - 
Account for all their ungodly deeds whatſoever : And 
in particular, for all their Erraneoms and Falſe 
Dottrines, Books, Pamphlets,atid Writings, which 
have proceeded from them, wherein are ſo many 
hard ſpeeches againſt Him, this great Him, even 
"Feſus Chriſt Himſelf; who 
F Had Navy as ow will ſhortly come to judge the 
44 os Chriſt.” me world in righteouſneſs. Theſe 
menthe falſe Teachers among 
the Quakers, have ſpoken many hard ſpeeches 
againſt bim immediately, and diretly; and alſo a- 
Sainſt him mediately ; that is, againſt his Members, 
his People, for inaſmuch as they did ſo againſt any 
of his Brethren,” they did it anro Him; But O how 
many hard ſpeeches, blaſphemons ſpeeches have theſe 
ungodly ſinners ſpoken againſt him immediately, and 
direftly, in denying, and diſ-owning of him, in his 
Perſon, in his Natures, in hu Offices, in his Preci- 
ous Death, Blood,. and Sufferings, in bus All-ſuff:- 
cient RigReouſneſs, Satisfattion, and Fuſtification, 
wrought for all believers; ſpeaking ſlightly of him, 
as a Chriſſafar off, and at a diſtance,deſpiling thoſe 
that ſpeaſſof a Perſonall Chriſt in Heaven ; Own- 
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ing no Chriſt but what they have within; and that's 
nothing but 2 blind, naturall, defiled Conſcience; 
which it ſeemes can ſuffer them to blaſpheme Chriſt 
now in Heaven, in glory, making interceſſion for 
all believers. 

Of many of theſe horrid, nnheard of Blaſphemies 
againſk Chriſt, ſee Edw. Burrohgh's Workes in 
Folio pap.

Theſe many hard, and blaſphemous ſpeeches ſpo- 
ken direitly againſt our precious Lord Feſus Chriſty 
he will ſhortly come to call them to an account for, 
and puniſh themaccordingly : Yea, and for all the 
hard ſpeeches ſpoken alſo againſt his people, who are 
dear unto him ; it had been better for theſe men that 
a Milſtone had been tyed about their necks, and 
that they had been caſt into the Sea, than to have 
offended them, and ſpoken ſo hardly and falfly of 
them,as they have done, They make no difference 
among Profeſſors ; they ſeparate not the precious 
from the vile. 

Theſe things are fully and at large ſet forth in 
three Dialogues between a Chriſtian and a Quaker. 
By Tho. Hicks. 

And further yet, he brands 
them with another plain, and F Metre Ren 
notorious Mark, or Charatter, Sls 1 _ hy a 7 
which is conſpicuous toevery Chriſtians. 
eye, that by this Plain Cha- 
rater joyncd to allthe reſt, fo viſible alſo, theſe 
being joyned and ſet altogether, we may ſpell their 
Names and their Natures ſo plainly, that we can- 
not miſtake the men : for although there are other 
falſe Praphets and Teachers in the world beſides 
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yet they are of another ſort; we muſt ſpell theiy 
Names, and know them by other arks, Letters, 
and Charatters, 

Now, this Charatter which yet follows in this 
Epiſtle of Jude, is in the 19. verſe: Theſe are they 
who ſeparate themſelves; ſenſual, having not the 
Spirit; Now, fet it. be well conſidered who they 
are that ſeparate, and from whom they ſeparare : 
There is a Separation indeed, that is not onely good 
and Lawful, but alfo a Duty : There is a Command 
for it; but what is that Separation ? We ſee it 
plainly, 2 Cor. 6. 14, 15, 16, I7. Believers that 
were Converted by the Miniſtry of the Goſpel, 
were Commanded to come out from among the 
Heatheniſh Idolaters, and not to be partakers with 
them any longer in their Heatheniſh, Idolatrous 
Worſhip, in Worſhipping Idols, Wood and Stone, the 
works of Mens Hands : But what is that Separa- 
#t0n to this Separation? This ſeparation the Apoltle 
takes Notice of, as a very groſs ſiz; and we ſce it 
is one of the Lerters, or Charatters of theſe Men 
of whom they ſpeak, the Falſe Teachers; who be- 
ing guilty of all thoſe great and groſs fins, which 
th:ſe two Apoſtles ( Peter and Jude) had newly 
mentioned ; he now adds to them all another p/azn, 
broad, conſpicuous brand, and ſets it on with an 
Emphaſis , Theſe are they that Separate themſelves ; 
ſenſual,having not the Spirit, 

As if the Apoitle had ſzid in more words, The 
falſe Prophets that [have been now ſpeaking of,and 
the many that follow their pernicious ways, ver.2, 
Tioeſe are they, theſe are the People who ſeparats 
themſelves; and from whom ſhall they ſeparate ? 
Even from the People of the Lord, the Churches, 
Congregationt, and 4 ſemblies of the Sapnts. 
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Now, do not theſe Men ſo ? Do not the Qua- 


kers ſeparate themſelves from all the Saints, from all 
the particular Churches and Aſſemblies of the Lords 
People, in all the Land, as if they were Heathens 
and Idolaters; and ſpeak evil of them, and Re- 
proach them with many b:tter words and ſlanders. 

Witneſs Fames Fackſon, ( Author of the ſtrong 
Alan Armed caſt out) in bis Separation from the 
Churches of the Independents, who Reproaches the 
Paſtors , and brings Railing Accuſations againſt 
them, and many other of the precious Saints, even 
as the Apoſtles, Peter and Fude, do Declare as one 
of the Charatters of theſe People, as hath been 
ſhewed : And'yet heglories in this hs Separation, 
and Accounts it (as we ſce) as one ſpecial mark, 
of his Converſion, that he is turned from Darkzeſs 
to Light, and fromthe Power of Satan (that ſtrong 
Man Armed being now caſt out) he 1s come #0 God, 
and to his People, who (as he tells us,) are the 
moſt Holy, Innocent People upon the Earth: And 
this his Converſion he aſcribes to the Light within, 
which Light (as he alſo ſaith) hath Converted 
Thouſands in like manner unto God ; ( yea, as he. 
himſelf is Converted;) And counts it a Marvellous 
thing that thoſe who think themſelves Chriltians, 
{hould not Acknowledge this Light within to be 
Chriſt, the true Light, that hath done ſuch mar- 
vellous things for him, and many others : But that 
they ſhould call it Natural Light, or the Devil ; he 
accounts this Blaſphemy. 

But now, if we do but Examine this his and 
others Separation according to the Scriptures, and 
look upon it in the erue Light indeed, we ſhall ſee 
and find, that it is ſo far from being 4 Lark, or 


Sion of their true Converſion ( as he and they ac- 
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count it) thatit zs indeed a {ark and Evidence of 
their Carnal, Dark, Unregenerate ſtate: And ſo 
the Apoltle Fade Accounts 1t to be; and a Note or 
Charatter of the Ungodly Men, the falſe Teachers, 
which he had been peaking of,throvghout his whole 
Epiſtle; And ſets it on as a plain Mark for all Peo- 
ple to ſee and take Notice of; Theſe are they that 
Separate themſelves, Jude 19, Yea, and the Apoſtle 
John joyns his Teſtimony with him, tothe ſame pur- 
poſe, 1 Fohz 2, 18, 19, The Apoltle here ſpeaks 
of ſome 57 his time, that were like theſe very Men 
#n our time; As we ſee, Little Children, it is the 
laſt time; And as ye have heard that Antichriſt ſhall 
come, even now are there many Antichriſts, where- 
by we know that it ts the laſt time, And he makes 
their Separation (as we ſec) a Charatter of their 
wickedneſs, ver. 19, They went out from ws, be- 
cauſe they were not of us, for if they bad been of us, 
They would no daubt have continued with 5 ;, but they 
went out that they might be made manifeſt that they 
were ot all of us. | 

We ſec here what ſeparation from the People of 
the Lord, and their Aſſemblies is Accounted, by this 
Apoſtle alſo, he tells us plainly, it is '4 Mark or 
Charalter of wicked Men; That ſuch as ſo ſepa- 
rate are none of the Number of Gods People, they 
went out, or ſeparated from ws, becanſe they were 
not of 14; they were none of Chriſt's Members, no 
Believers, as we are; they were not of #4: For. 
(ſaith he) if they had been of z, if they had been 
of the. ſame Body with 4s, whereof Chrilt is the 
Head, then no doubt they would have continued 
with zw, and not have. ſeparated from ws but it is 
ſo, they went out from us, they forſook us, and ſe- 
parated from 19, that it might be made _— 
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that ſuch were not of us, that ſuch were not joyned: 
to Chriſt, as we are. 

So then , what grounds of boaſting this Fames 
Fackſon, or any other of his Principles and Practice, 
have in their ſeparations from the true Churches of 
Ciriſt, (and joyn with a deluded, Ignorant Peo- 
ple that Fanſy themſelves the onely People of the 
* Lord, as being Converted by the Light within) we 
leave to thoſe who are Taught of God to Conſider 
and Judge, 

Alas, Poor, Ignorant, De- = Eo 
luded Men ! They Underſtand =, #9 oft Home 
not, That a falſe, and Lying ns — ——_ 
Spirit (or many) is gone them, 
forth among them, and hath 
' Deceived them. If there were but this one Mark. 
or Charatter, ( though there are many more men- 
tioned) yet it were enough of itſelf to Diſcover 
them, that they are led by a Lying, Seducing ſpirit, 
which hath perſwaded them: Thar is, Their « Diſ- 
« owning, and Reproaching ſo many Thouſands of 
*the Lord's People; Miniſters and Ambaſſadors 
& ſent of God, Paſtors of particular Churches and 
« Congregations ; all Profeſſing People in the Land, 
«yea, inthe World, without exception of any, 

And al:hough many that are called 14:ni/fers in 
the Land, and many Profeſſors are groſlely guilty 
of ſin, and deny Chriſt in their Works and Doings,. 
which is to be Lamented ; Mult therefore all the 
Saints and true Members of Chriſt be Diſowned, 
and Denyed alſo, whereof there are many thou- 
ſands ? If theſe Men had the Spirit of God, and were 
. enlightned, and led by him, they would make a 
Difference, and ſeparate the preczozz from the wile 
but they do not Di/t;zugniſh between the H—_—_— 
an 
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and the Wicked, but Condemn them together, and 
foare Abomination to the Lord : So that thereby it 
is plainly ſeen, that tbey are not of God; that they 
are not as his Mouth to the People ( as they pre- 
tend) Fer.g., It is the Seducing Spirit, we may 
be ſure, that doth bely, and Reproach the Lord's 
People, and his Works. and Operations in them. 
By this, and other CharatFers afore-mentioned, we 
may be as ſure who the Men are, as if their Proper 
Names ( whereby the World knows them from 
*'other Men) were Recorded in Scripture. For as 
the Lords People may certainly know that their 
 NNamesare in the Scriptures, and are Written in 
Heaven, in the Book of Life ( Gods Eternal De- 
cree, and Secret Counſell) by Seeing and Reading 
their Natures, Properties and Qualifications in the 
Scriptures, to which Eternal Life is promiſed: I 
fay, they may know thereby that they themſelves 
are the Perſons,as certainly as if their Proper Names 
were there Recorded, whereby they are known 
amonglit Men: So on the contrary, of Wicked and 
Ungodly Men, they arealſo known, in like manner, 
by their Natures, Properties, and Qualificati- 
Drs, 
. _ We know who hath ſaid, 
Moi Spirit, That which is Born of the fleſh, 
bs . z fleſh; and that which us Born 
of the ſpirit, is ſpirit: We may know of what it 
is Born by the Bzrth that is brought forth : Satar 
he broods upon the Carnal Spirits of wicked Men, 
and bepets falſe Notions, Opinions, and Principles, 
we may know they are of his begetting by their 
Form and ſhape, when they are brought forth - 
Principles of Pride, ſelf-love, falſe Notions, and 


other Dcformed ſhapes, when they are _—, 
tnen 
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then after a while they are brought forth, they are 
born, they are Publiſhed and Declared, in Diſcourſe, 
Preaching, Writing, or Printing; the Births of 
Mens minds;their Fleſhly,Carnal Minds are brought 
forth into the World; and they-are ſo like their 
Father the Devil, that thereby they may be known 
who was the Father of them. 

So on the contrary, That which is Bornof the ſpi- 
rit, ts ſpirit ; the ſpirit of God dwells in his Peo- 
ple, and he daily works, and moves in them, he 
Inſpires them with Truths, according to the Mind 
of God, which the Spiritual Mind Concerves, and 
brings forth in Prayer, Preaching, Diſcourſe, and 
Writzng5;and theſe Conceptionsare Born and brought 
forth into the World; to the View and Knowledge 
of all : And that which is thus born of the ſpirit, us 
ſpirit, or ſpiritual; it is Truth; According to the 
Atind of the ſpirit; for he that is joyned to the 
Lord, is oe ſpirit; one with him, of his Mind : 
The Saints are Unanimous, of the ſame Mind with 


God, as Wicked and Unregenerate Men are unani-' 


mous with the Devil; they are of his Mind, and 
he of theirs; for he Ruleth in the Children of Diſ- 
obedience, 

The Devil ſpeaks againſt Chr:ff, and ſo do they; 
though they will own him in Words, in Form, in 
Shew, and Pretence, yet in Deed, in Works, really, 
they deny him The Devil will ownthe Scriptures 
in words, as he does Chriſt in words, and ſay, Thou 
art the Holy one of God ; ſo will thoſe who are oye 
ſpirit with bim, bat will deny him really, and accor- 
ding to Truth, 

The Devil will own the Scriptures, and Argue 
from them, to attain his ends, but never to prove a 
Neceſſary Truth 5 So falſe Teachers are —_—_— 
wit 
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with him in theſe things; for he that is joyned to 
the Devil, #5 one Spirir, evenas he that is joyned to 
the Lord, & one Spirit, ENG 

ans 5  -=_ great then is the ſin 
Hat, 1,75 47 of theſe Men, who Conceive 
ST OS: el Minds, and bring 
| Forth the Births of the Dewil ; as all Doltrines of 
Devils are! Surely, Theſe Spiritual fins are great- 
er than fleſbly ſins ; as Drunkenneſs, Gluttony, Adul- 
tery, Murder, &c. (If Robbery, or Murder of 
a Man be ſo great a ſin, what is it to Rob God, and 
to Crucifie, and be guilty of the Blood of Chriſt.) 
Though for theſe, and ſuch like, when Men will 
not be reclaimed from them, God often gives them 
up toa Reprobate Mind, Rom, 1. Even ſo he does 
alſo for theſe ſpiritual ſins, falſe Opinions, Doftrines, 
and Principles : Concerning Chriſt, his Natures, 
Righteouſneſs, Merits, and the things of God, when 
they will not be Inſtructed, but hate to be Reform- 
ed, and change their Mind, when they will not. 
hearken to the Truth, but till reſiſt it, diſown it, 
contradict, and Blaſpheme; when the Truths of 
the Goſpel have been often Offered, and tendred to 
them, yet they will not hear, nor regard, but ra- 
ther believe Lyes, than the Truth, then God gives 
them up to Frong deluſion, to believe Lyes, and 
to hearken, and give heed to ſeducrng ſpirits: this 
Is a very dreadful ſtate indeed, they draw theſe 
ſpiritual Fudements upon themſelves by theſe ſp:- 
ritnal fins, | 
| The Quakers ſetting up this [dol, The Light with- 
zn every Man and Woman, is a greater fin in them, 
than for Fezebels falſe Prophets to ſet up Baal, and 
Pray unto it, and truſt in it, inſtead of the Cod of 


Iſrael. May it not ( 1ronically) be ſaid to them, 
as. 
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as Eliſha ſaid to thoſe falſe Prophets, Cry aloud, 
for he is a god ( as ye ſay) but heis but a-Bl:zd 
god, he hath Eyes indeed, but he'cannot ſee; Ears, 
but he cannot hear; Hands and Feet, but be. cannot 
ove, to help, or do any thing for thoſe who Truſt 
in him, without help from another. 

If theſe Men will not be pleaded, nor perſwaded 
out of their Vain, Ignorant., ſottith Opinion of 
the Light within every Man and Woman, being 
Chriſt; let Men endeavour to Shame them out of 
it; for it hath not ſo muchas a ſhew, or ſhadow of 
Truth in it; but is plainly a moſt dreadful deluſion 
of the Devil, and a great Blaſphemy againſt Chriſt. 

This Opinion ws theirs , 

with other. of their falſe Prin- | 
ciples, ſprings from Pride and plows 2g 
Ignorance: And this the Apo- 
{tle Obſerves concerning ſuch Men, 1 Tm. 6. 3,4. 
If any Alan teach otherwiſe, and conſent not ro 
wholſome words, even the words of our Lord Feſus 
Chriſt,and tothe Dottrine which is according to God- 
lineſs, Ver.q. Hets Proud, knowing nothing, but 
Doting about Queſtions, and ſtrife of words, where- 
of cometh Envy, Strife, Railing, Evil ſurmiſings. 
Ver.5. Perverſe Diſputings of Men of Corrupt 
Alſinds, and Deſtitute of the Truth, &c. 

Such kind of men were alſo in the Apoſtle Fohns 
time, as we ſee Rev. 3.17. They were Proud and 
Tenoraut;, They thought themſelves Rich, and 
had need of Nothing ; whereas inaced they were poor 
and miſerable, and blind and naked. 

It is our duty to diſcover theſe kind of people, 
totry them,and to make them manifeſt to the world 
as much as may be : for their falſe Op:nions of God, 
of Themſelves, and of Other,is no leſs than Blaſphe- 
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2»y, Rev. 2.9. 1 kxow the blaſphemy of them that 
ſay they are Fewes,and are not,but are the Synagogue 
of Satban, The Church of Epheſus is commended 
for this, That as they cannot bear theſe falſe T each- 
ers, ſoalſoto diſcover them, to try them, and make 
them manifeſt to others, by Scripture Charalters 
and Marks, by which they may be known : Rev. - 
2.2. 1 know thy workes, and thy labour, 'and thy pa- 
tiexce, and how thou canſt not bear them which are 
evil ; And thou baſt tryed them which ſay they are 
Apoſtles, and are not, and haſt found thew Ly- 
ars. 

; The Apoltſe ſpeaking of 
- fuer ng deceiving na deceivedperſons, 

 herellsus, they ſhall not long © 

continue thus to deceive ; for their folly ſhall be made 
manifeſt to all men : 2. Tim. 3.8, 9. The Apoſtle by 
the Teachings,and Inſpirations of the Spirit of God, 
having in the former verſes told us, that in the wy 
dayes perillons times ſhall come, That men ſhall be 
lovers of themſelves, proud, boaſters, blaſphemers, 
cc. in the next verſe he ſhewes 8s a Token, and 
ſets a dark of diſtinition upon them :. Of this ſore 
(ſaith he) are they which creep into houſes, and lead 
captive ſilly women, laden with fins, led away with 
divers luſts, ver. 7. ever learning and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the Truth, 

We ſec here, what ſort of men are active to de- 
ceive ; what they do privately, creep into houſes ; 
and alſo the ſubje&s they work upon ; by theircun- 
ning craftineſs,whereby they lye 1n wait to deceive 
Cas the Apoſtle ſaith) That is, ſilly women, ſimple 
people, perſons of weak, underſtandings, and natu- 
rall faculties; of ſhallow capacities, caſily led away, 
with divers Luſts, and Errors ; ſuch kind of __ 

; an 
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and ſimple minds are eaſily deceived : They know 
not how to diſtinguiſh between Trzcb and Errors; 
they are ſtill Hearing and Learning, but are never 
| able to come to the knowledge of the Truth:at leaſt 
they are never able to come to the knowledge of 
ſome Truths, for fome Truths lye more deep than 
others. Some are more caſie to be apprehended, 
than ſome others : ſome Traths are hard to be un- 
derſtood, as the the Apoſtle obſerves ; which they 
that are unſtable, pervert ; yea, and they that are 
but weak, and ſhallow of underſtanding, do alſo 
pervert, miſtake, miſapprehend, and miſapply. 

As for inſtance x this very thing ; This Principle 
and Opinion of the Quakers, concerning the Zighe 
within ; We know how they apprehend it; Their 
Teachers, and their hearers, they call it Chriſt - 
who lighteth every man and woman that cometh 
into the world; This Notion borders upon a Truth, 
and hath ſome ſmall thaddowy reſemblance of a 
Truth, but isnot a Trath, as theſe weak people 
apprehend it. For there is a hight within which ſees, 
and works, and moves ſeveral wayes, toward that 
which appeares good, according as it apprehends 
it, and againſt what it thinks to be evil ; now this 
herein hath ſome reſemblance of Chriſt; and bs 
Spirit: and ſo weak minds, ſilly men, and women, 
may think it to be ſo indeed ; eſpecially when they 
hear it poſitively, and plainly aflerted, affirmed, 
and contended for, by men who have gained their 
affections, by their demure Countenances, modeſt 
behaviour, and apparell, and many good words, 
and fair ſpeeches, with ſceming zeal; they are 
thereby confirmed in this perſwaſion, that ſurely it 
is Chrift indeed, 

But this per ſwaſion cometh not of him that calleth 
us; 
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ws: Gal.z. 8. ( as the Apoſtle here ſaith ) but a- 
' riſeth from weakzeſs and ignorance ;, from the dark- 
neſs of the underſtanding, helped on, and ftrength- 
ned by that decerver of decervers,the ſeducing ſpirit 
who is itill ready, as to beger, ſo alſo to feed and 
zouriſh falſe Opinions, in the minds of all; as God 
permits him. 

Certain it 15, Reaſon and Natural Conſcience is 
a Light within, and diſcerns many things, both 
good and evil; and afts towards, or againit them, 
accordingly; ſo far as it ſees and diſcerns, accord- 
ins tothe meaſure of Liphr that is in the Conſci- 
ence : This is clear from Row. 1. where the Apoltle 
Tpeakes of the worlt of men, who had this Light in 
them, and therefore were inexcuſable in going a- 
oainſt it, This Light within, though it be not 
Chriſt, yetit was created by Chriſt, asall things 
elſe were, but it cannot go beyond its bounds ; /No 
more than Natural water can of-it ſelf, riſe higher 
than the ſpring head, the light within cannot ſee 
Chriſt, nor the way, and means of Salvation by him, 
without the light of the Scriptures, and of the Spi- 
rit of God, 

But the Quakers are ſtrongly. confirmed, That 
the Light within every man and woman & Chriſt ; 
Jetall men ſay whatthey will to the contrary : yet 
moſt certain it is that zhis Opinion of theirs, was 
begotten by ignorance,and is nouriſhed and maintain- 
ed by Pride : for they having aflerted it, and ſolong 
ſtood toit, in —_ it; they have not the bu- 
wility to retract, and acknowledge an Errour, 


(though ſome may be ſecretly convinced that it is 


ſo) for it is Naturalto men to maintain, and ſtand 


to what they have once owned and aſſerted; they 


areloth to ftoop, and acknowledge 7gnorance, no 
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not unto God himſelf, much leſs to Men. 

I am perſwaded, There were never any Sect, 
or ſort of People from the Creation of the World 
to this day, that were more irrational, and leſs ſpi- 
ritual than theſe People the Quakers are in all their 
Diſcourſes, Principles, Books, and Prattices; nor 
greater Enemies to Chriſt, bis Goſpel, and his Peo- 
ple. © As the Lord Liveth, who hath delivered me 
<« out of great Tribulations, and ſaved me from the 
<« hand of the Enemy, I will contribute my utmoſt 
{ abilities to throw down the Enemies of our Lord 
<« Jeſus Chriſt, and theſe, and all Doctrines of De- 
« vils, and Lyes in Hypocrific, and whatſoever 
«elle ſhall Oppoſe him, or his Intereſt in the 
© World. | 

Now, this being manifeſt 
by all zbeſe Marks and Cha- . The (ATE 
- ong continue to deceive, 

raters that have been mentio- 
ned, That theſe Men, the falſe Teachers among the 
Ouakers, are the falſe Teachers ſpoken of in the 
Scriptures, that ſhould come zz theſe laſt days : The 
 Apolile alfo tells us, that they ſhall not long continue 
to deceive, they ſhall be of nolons ſtanding. for 
their Folly ſhall be made manifeſt unto all men,2 Tim. 


«9. | 

The Apoſtle here compares them to Fannes and 
Fambres, two of Pharaoh's Magicians ( whoſe 
Names are to be ſeen in ſome Ancient Authors ) 
who withſtood Loſes in his time; ſo do theſe reſ## 
the Truth, Men of Corrupt minds, Reprobate con- 
cerning the Faith, 

Theſe Teachers ( Men of Corrupt minds) reſiſt 
the Truth, a moſt dreadful ſign of Reprobation ; 
though the Truths of the Goſpel are brought, and 
plainly laid before them, to turn them from ehe Er- 
I ror 
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ror of their way, in their falſe unchriſtian Principles 

and Prattices, yet they reſiſt the Truth, they diſ- 

own it, and reject it, and they that Offer it to 

them; and that with many reviling hard ſpeeches 

againſt them for ſodoing : Like Swine they trample 

Pearls under their Feet, and turn again and rent 

you : Being Men of Corrupt minds, and Reprobate 

concerning the Faith; their minds are Corrupt,Car- 
zal, Filthy, Defiled with falſe Notions, Erroneous 

Opinions, and Conceptions of things, according to 
their dark, carnal apprehenſions, mixed alſo with 
Satans falſe gloſſes, and deceitful appearances in 
their minds; and ſo they become Reprobate concern- 
879 the Faith ; That is, without Fudgment, or any 
true Underſtanding in Matters of Faith, according 
as the Scriprures have revealed them. 

But it follows, ver. 9. They ſhall proceed no fur- 
ther, for their folly ſhall be made manifeſt unto all 
men, as theirs alſowas, Aſter they have done their 
work,, and filled up the meaſure of their Iniquity, 
and fulfilled the Scriptures, what was fore-told of 
taem; then they ſhall be Diſcovered and made ma- 
nifeſt, and that ro all men, even to their own party 
alſs ( as well as toothers ) who have been /ong de- 
. Ceived and ſeduced by them: they ſhall then fall off 
from them by degrees, and leave them, and forſake 
their meetings. They ihall be known to be decerrful 
workers, their folly (hall be made manifelt, as theirs 
alſo was, that is as the folly of Fannes and Fambres, 
the Sercerers or Magicians which deceived the Peo- 
plc for a while with falſe ſhews and appearances of 
things which were not ſo in Reality and Truth; at- 
terwards they were diſcovered to be but a Chear, 
and deceitful workings. 

So theſe men with all their Connterfeir Coin and 
| Decert. 
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Decertful Wares, which they expoſe and offer to Peo- 
ple in the dark,, and which they will not (by their 
good will) bring unto the Light of the Scriptures, 
which would make things manifeſt unto all; yet 
they ſhall in due time be brought to the Light ; their 
folly ſhall. be made manifeſt unto all, | 
' And is not this Scripture ina great meaſure ful- 
| filled already, even at this day? The Men, theſe 
falſe Teachers, their Opinions, Principles,and Pratts- 
ces have been of late rime, more than ever before, 
laid open, ard their Folly, and groſs Ignorance, and 
Errors made manifeſt unto all, and fo will be {till 
more and more,

God hath. ( of late time more eſpecially ) ſtir- 
red up the Spirits of ſome of his People, to ſearch 
into, and Examine their Opinions and Dottrines, 
and to try them by the Scriptares, ſpoken by God 
himſelf ;, and they find that theſe Men have ſpoken 
contrary to what God hath ſpoken : The Do@rize- 
of theſe falſe Teachers 15 contrary to the Dottrine of 
Chriſt made known to us in the Goſpel, they are 
 deteited, diſcovered, and made manife(# to all, ex- 
cept ſome of their own Party, ( Friends as they call 
them ) who it's like are ſo Charmed by them,as that 
they willnot hear, nor hearken toany thing that is 
ſaid againſ# them or their Principles, though ſpoken 
according to truth : Nay, they will not hear God 
himſelf ſpeak,,, for they Neglef} and Deſpiſe the 
Scriptures, and prefer their own ſimple Pamphlets 
before them. 

Now , ſceing theſe things Good Councel to the 
are ſo, I ſhall in ſincere Love Xa&rse 
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and Pity to the Souls of theſe People, the Quakers, 
Sire them my Advice and Councel: according to 
Truth, whether they will hear it, or whether they 
will reject it; I am perſwaded there are ſome 
amongſt them who have true and real intentions and 
deſires after the truth, to hear it, and to doit ; and 
therefore there is ſome hopes of ſuch, that if they 
would give themſelves to ſearch the Scriptures,con- 
cerning' the Prizceples of their Teachers, and be 
earneſt with-God to give them hs Spirit ro Open 
their Vnderſtandings, - they might clearly ſce the 
groſs Folly and Errors of theſe Men; and that they 
would read other mens Books ( whereir\ they are 
concern'd) as well as their Friends Books : thereby 
alſo their Light within would be the clearer: But 
whilſt they Neglect or Decline the means of know- 
ledge, no marvel though they remain /gnorant, and 
are ſeduced, Og | | 

My Advice and Councel is 
further, That you would /eave 
| the Aſſemblies of theſe Men, 
ſeparate your ſelves from their Conpregations and 
Meetings : Now ts ſeparation ſeaſonable, accord- 
ing to the Scriptures, ſeparate from them, becauſe 
they bave ſeparated from Chrift,and from his Church 
and People; they are gone from the truth, and are 
zrwrned anto Fables; and they give heed unto ſedu- 
cing ſpirits, and Doftrines of Devils, ſpeaking lyes 
in Hypocriſie, having their Conſciences ſeared with 
an hot Iron; ſo that they will not hear, nor heark- 
En tothe Truth as itis in Jeſus. | 

"They /lzght and deſpiſe the Scriptures, and there- 
fore what Light ts in them, what Wiſdom is in them? 
Nothing but Darkneſs and Ignorance, improved 
allo by ſuvtil ſeducing ſpiriga which { except they 
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ſpeedily Repent) will draw them down into the 
Bottomleſs Pit. / 
Andnextl adviſeyou,Come cn 
and joyn your ſelves to the © ” HYCTy 
Lord, out —— ; come 7 
into their Aſſemblies, Societies, and Congregations; 
| there ye ſhall hear Chr: rruly Preached, and ſet 
forth according to the Goſpel, whereby your minds 
may be enlightned to ſee the Beauty of Chriſt indeed, 
with all his Benefits and Priviledges purchaſed for 
his People; and this may make you fall zz Zove 
with him, and to chuſe him for your Lord and Hus- 
band, O take heed of forſaking, or NegleCting 
the Aſſemblies of the People of the Lord,as the man- 
ner of ſomeis; it isa very Dangerous thing. See 
the Conſequences of it, which the Apoſtle tells us 
of inthe 10.0f the Hebrews, itis a Sign, or fore- 
runner of that great ſin, the ſin againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt, as it is there ſet forth. Come then to the 
Aſſemblies of the Saints, for the Lord 1s among them, 
and in them, and Communicates himſelf unto them ; 
he reveals his Mind, his Secrets to them that fear 
him, Ye are now in 4 dry and barren Wilderneſs, 
where there is 20 Water, no Water of Life, your: 
Souls will be lean, and ſtarved for want of Food, 
for want of the Bread and Water of Life, unleſs ye 
come unto him, that ye may have Life; your zeach-
